Property tax relief for 
elderly citizens with fixed 
incomes also Is a feature of 
the program.

In some cases, 
40% of the income of these 
unfortunate .people Is taken 
by property taxes and this 
intolerable condition must 
be corrected, Nevins said.

IN ALL ITS SPLENDOR 
MT. RANIER, Wash. . . . 

Camped at Sunrise Point at 
the 6700 foot level in Mt. 

Ranier National Park. This 
reporter just doesn’t have 
the words to describe the 
magnificent splendor of the 
14,000 foot snow • capped 
giant that looms above us. 

Suffice to say that it is a 
must for travelers in this 
section to see. Lakes are 
plentiful but the fish are 
scarce in this high region. 

TOO EARLY OR TOO 
LATE . . . .That pretty well 
describes the Ives angling 
luck on this trip. The sal¬ 
mon stopped running just 
before our arrival and the 
steelheads aren’t due until 
August. What a revolting 
development. 

SALMON ARE so scarce on 
the Lower Columbia River 
that fishing is not allowed. 

Anglers can take ocean trips 
for Silver Salmon that aver¬ 
age out about seven pounds 
but the cost is $15 and the 
average catch has been 
about 2.4 per man. 

WHAT A BOATER’S PARA¬ 
DISE you will find along the 
Oregon coast. State parks 
with fine facilities, plentiful 
lakes just dot highway 101 
and the forests grow right 
down to the water. Virtually 
every lake has free boat 
launching facilities for the 
public. 

ONE FISHING EXPEDI¬ 
TION in little Cealox Lake, 
about 2 miles from the sea 
and adjacent to beautiful 
Honeyman State Park, net¬ 
ted a handful of cutthroat 
trout and some nice size 
perch. 

DUNE BUGGY RIDES are 
the rage on the Oregon 
coast. The dunes stretch for 
miles from the highway to 
the ocean. Dune buggies are 
jeeps or halftracks with tires 
at least three times a normal 
width. The ride makes the 
roller coaster at Long Beach 
and Disneyland’s Matter¬ 
horn look sick. 

ANOTHER EXPERIENCE 
worth relating. ’Try driving 
your car along the ocean 
front and dodge the break¬ 
ers. It must be considered a 
sport The beach front at 
Fort Stevens State Park 
where the Columbia River 
meets the Pacific, is con¬ 
sidered a highway and speed 
signs of 25 miles per hour 
are posted.

tltude demonstrates a total misunderstanding of the mean¬ 
ing of freedom of the press. 

For example, it so happens that I am in general dis¬ 
agreement with the editorial viewpoints expressed by more 
than 90 per cent of the large daily newspapers in our 
country. But that fact has nothing whatsoever to do with 
the existence of freedom of the press. ’The only issue of 
consequence is whether or not the owners and editors of 
the newspapers are printing what THEY THEMSELVES 
choose to print . . . and for any good or bad reason that 
pleases them. If any publisher is ever compelled to print 
viewpoints that do not appeal to him personally, freedom 
of the press will bo finished. 

There is, of course, only one source from which that 
compulsion could come . . . government. Yet I have heard 
many of my teaching colleagues seriously propose the idea 
that newspapers should bo compelled to print all viewpoints 
or, worse yet, that the government should establish “op¬ 
position newspapers” as a “public service.” Both proposals 
are, of course, the reverse of freedom of the press. 

The only valid test of freedom of the press as I see 
it is this: Can you write anything you please, pay
